The United Kingdom suffered 
a further setback to Rs. 103 crores from Rs. 113 
crores, her percentage of the whole trade declining to 
42:8 from 44-7, owing mainly to reduced shipments 
of various piece-goods and galvanised steel sheets. 


Foreign Coal, Iron and Steel. (Page 842.) 
Compared with the corresponding month of last 
year, ‘production of coal was markedly smaller in 
Germany, Poland, and the United States. The out- 
put of pig iron and crude steel was less in all the 
areas brought under survey. Nevertheless, except in 
the United States, where markets were weak, iron 
and steel prices ruled steady.

MeRcHANDISE Marks (ImporTED (Goops) EXEMPTION 
Direction (No. 3), 1930. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 3, sub- 
Section (2) of the Merchandise Marks Act, 1926, the 
Board of Trade give notice that they have, in pursuance 
of the powers conferred upon them by the said Sec- 
tion 8, given a Direction in the following terms :— 


THE MERCHANDISE Marks (IMPORTED GOODS) EXEMPTION 

Direction (No. 3) 1930, DATED JUNE 20, 1930, MADE BY 

THE BoARD OF TRADE UNDER SECTION 3 OF THE MER- 
CHANDISE Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. 5, c. 53). 


Whereas by Section 3 subsection (1) of the Merchandise 
Marks Act, 1926 (16 & 17 Geo. 5, c. 53), it is provided that 
if, where an Order-in-Council has been made under that 
Act with respect to any goods, it is shown to the satisfaction 
of the appropriate Department by persons appearing to 
the Department to have a substantial interest in the matter 
that the application of the provisions of the Order or of 
some of those provisions to any particular class or descrip- 
tion of those goods has caused or is likely to cause injury 
or hardship to the said persons or any of them, the 
Department may direct that the Order or any particular 
provisions of the Order shall cease to apply to goods of 
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er class or description or shall apply to such goods subject 

nly to such modifications and conditions as the Department 
think fit, and the Order shall, while the Direction is in 
force, have effect subject thereto; 

And whereas it is provided by Article 15 of the Merchan- 
dise Marks (Imported Goods) No. 5 Order, 1929,* that it 
shall not be lawful to sell or expose for sale in the United 
Kingdom any imported knitted hose, knitted gloves and 
other knitted articles of apparel and knitted fabrics made of 
cotton, wool, silk, artificial silk or mixtures thereof unless 
they bear an indication of origin ; 

And whereas it is provided by Article 16 of the same 
Order that the indication of origin shall be applied as 
follows :— 


(1) Hose To be stamped or printed on, or 
applied by transfer to, one of 
each pair in a contrasting colour. 

(ii) Gloves ... As therein provided. 


(iii) Other articles of (a) To be stamped or printed on each 
apparel. article or applied thereto by transfer 
in @ contrasting colour ; or 
(6) Woven into, or stamped or 
printed on, or applied by transfer 
to, a tab of woven material securely 
sewn to each article. 
(iv) Fabrics As therein provided. 


And whereas by Article 20 of the same Order, it is provided 
that Part III. of the Order (which includes the above recited 
articles) shall come into force on the Ist August, 1930; 

And whereas the Board of Trade, being the appropriate 
Department in this case, having considered representations 
made to them in that behalf by persons appearing to the 
Board to have a substantial interest in the matter, are 
satisfied that the application of the said provisions of the 
Order to the particular classes or descriptions of the goods 
hereinafter specified is likely to cause hardship to the said 
persons ; 

Now, therefore, the Board ofgTrade in pursuance of the 
powers conferred upon them by the said Section 3 hereby 
direct as follows :— 


1. Article 16 of the Merchandise Marks (Imported Goods) 
No. 5 Order, 1929, shall not apply to knitted hose or other 
knitted articles of apparel (other than knitted gloves) which 
were imported before the 17th day of December, 1929, and 
are sold or exposed for sale before the 3lst January, 1931, 
and which bear an indication of origin applied by means 
of a label securely attached by wire or by a metal clip in

(a) Hose ... .-. To one of each pair. 
(6) Other articles To each article.

2. This Direction may be cited as the Merchandise Marks 
(Imported Goods) Exemption Direction No. 3, 1930.

REFERENCE TO STANDING COMMITTEE. 


In accordance with the provisions of Section 3, sub- 
Section (2) the Board have referred to the Standing 
Committee appointed by them under the said Act for 
consideration the question whether the Merchandise 
Marks (Imported Goods) No. 5 Order, 1929, should be 
amended either in accordance with the terms of the 
above Direction or otherwise with respect to the goods 
in question. 

Representatives of any interests substantially 
affected by the above matter who desire to be heard 
at the Public Enquiry, which will be held later by the 
Committee, are requested to communicate with the 
Secretary, Mr. E. W. Reardon, at the Board of Trade 
Offices, Great George Street, London, 8.W. 1, as early 
as possible and in any case not later than July 25, 1930. 


THIRD CENSUS OF PRODUCTION. 
THE TEXTILE TRADES. 


The first of a series of volumes containing the Final 
Report on the Third Census of Production, 1924, has 
been published. This volume relates to the textile 
trades, and includes separate reports on the cotton 
spinning and weaving trades, the woollen and worsted 
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trades, the silk and artificial silk trades, the jute, hemp 
and linen trades, the hosiery trades, the textile finishing 
trades, the lace trades, the rope, twine and net trades, 
the elastic webbing trade, the coconut fibre, ramie 
fibre, horsehair and feather trades, the flock and rag 
trades, and the packing trade. 


These reports are in general arranged on a uniform 
basis, and deal separately with the subjects of produc- 
tion, employment, wages, and power equipment, but 
the more important trades, such as the cotton trades 
and the woollen and worsted trades, are dealt with at 
greater length than the others. The relevant figures 
of production, employment, and power equipment 
recorded at the censuses of 1907 and 1912 are included 
for comparative purposes, while the tables appended 
to each report show in detail, for the trade concerned, 
the results of the 1924 Census, giving separate parti- 
culars for England and Wales, Scotland, and Northern 
Ireland, in so far as this is practicable without dis- 
a particulars relating to the business of individual 

rms. 


The volume also includes a general report on the 
textile trades as a whole, in which the results for all the 
trades in the group are brought together, and in which 
information obtained regarding the consumption of 
fuel and the generation and consumption of electricity 
in the textile trades in 1924 is discussed. 


The volume contains much matter that was not 
available when the Preliminary Reports on the 1924 
Census appeared in the ‘* B.T.J.’’ some time ago; and 
the figures embody the results of such revision as has 
been found necessary in consequence of a closer ex- 
amination of the Census Returns, and further corre- 
spondence with the firms concerned. 


The volume, which extends to 285 pages and in- 
cludes an index, is published by H.M. Stationery 
Office at the price of 4s.

COMMERCIAL TRAVELLERS' LICENCES IN 
PANAMA. 


As intimated in the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’ of November 15, 1928 
(pages 629-30), an agreement was concluded between 
the United Kingdom and Panama, which provided, 
inter alia, that commercial travellers visiting Panama 
could obtain a licence on payment of a single fee, and 
that such licence should be valid throughout the whole 
of Panama. To obtain such licence each applicant 
is required to procure a certificate attesting his 
character as a commercial traveller. This certificate 
should be obtained by the traveller from his local 
Chamber of Commerce before leaving this country. 


On presentation of such certificate, which has to be 
legalised by a Consular Officer for Panama in this 
country, the commercial traveller is able to procure a 
licence at a cost of 25 dollars from the municipal 
authorities in Panama. If the document is not in the 
possession of the commercial traveller, considerable 
difficulty may be experienced in procuring the licence 
on arrival in Panama.

BRITISH INDIA. 
IMPORT TRADE OF FISCAL YEAR, 1929-30, 


Total imports of merchandise into India declined ip 
value to Rs. 2402 crores from Rs. 2534 crores in the pre. 
ceding year, states a ‘‘ Survey of the Import Trade of 
India ’’ for the Fiscal Year April 1, 1929, to March 31, 
1930,’’ which has been prepared by H.M. Senior Trade 
Commissioner in India. (C. 3278.) 


Imports from the United Kingdom suffered a further 
decline from Rs. 113 crores to Rs. 105 crores, and our 
percentage of the total trade was reduced from 44:7 to 
42:8. This further fall in the share of the United 
Kingdom is mainly due to reductions under the follow. 
ing main headings amounting to:—(1) Coloured, 
printed or dyed piece-goods, Rs. 249 lakhs ; (2) bleached 
piece-goods, Rs. 221 lakhs; (3) unbleached piece-goods, 

ts. 203 lakhs; (4) galvanised steel sheets, Rs. 189 
lakhs; (5) cotton yarns, Rs. 60 lakhs; (6) artificial silk 
and cotton mixtures, Rs. 43 lakhs; (7) machinery, 
Rs. 41 lakhs; and (8) woollen piece-goods, Rs. 31 lakhs, 
German shipments fell very slightly from Ks. 1584 
lakhs to Rs. 1582 lakhs, while the German percentage 
of the total trade actually increased from 6°3 to 6:6. The 
share of the United States fell from 6°9 per cent. to 
6-7 per cent., and that of Italy was also reduced from 
2-9 to 2°8 per cent. 


The outstanding feature of the returns is the remark- 
able increase in imports from Japan from Rs. 1767 
lakhs to Rs. 2359 lakhs and the percentage share from 
7 to 9:8. This remarkable advance in Japanese trade 
with India during the year is almost entirely accounted 
for by the textile headings, the increase in Japan’s 
shipments amounting to :—(1) Unbleached piece-goods, 
Rs. 290 lakhs; (2) cotton and artificial silk mixtures, 
Rs. 110 lakhs; (3) coloured, printed or dyed piece- 
goods, Rs. 73 lakhs; (4) cotton yarns, Rs. 40 lakhs; (5) 
bleached piece-goods, Rs.18 4dakhs. Japan now 
occupies the second place in the import trade of India. 


TEXTILES. 


Cotton Yarns.—Total imports rose from 43-7 million 
lbs. to 43-9 million lbs., but the value fell from 
Rs. 629 to Rs. 600 lakhs. The British share was re- 
duced from Rs. 356 to Rs. 296 lakhs and that of China 
from Rs. 128 to Rs. 111 lakhs. On the other hand 
shipments from Japan rose from Rs.124 to Rs. 164 
lakhs. 


Grey Piece-Goods (unbleached).—Total imports 
advanced from 8838} million yards, valued at Rs. 20 
crores, to 9254 million yards, valued at Rs. 21 crores. 
The British share declined from 5814 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 132 crores, to 520} million yards, valued 
at Rs. 113 crores. Japan, on the other hand, increased 
her shipments from 2413 million yards valued at Rs. 6 
crores to 3933 million yards valued at Rs. 8-9 crores. 
Imports from China fell from 13} million to 93 million 
yards and from Rs. 32 to Rs. 204 lakhs in value. 


White Piece-Goods (bleached).—Total shipments fell 
from 554 million yards valued at Rs. 15:3 crores to 
4734 million yards valued at Rs. 13} crores. This 
decline was almost entirely borne by the United 
Kingdom, arrivals from whence diminished from 525} 
million yards to 436 million yards and from Rs. 14 
crores to Rs.12 crores. Imports from Japan, largely of 
white shirtings, rose from 5} million yards valued at 
Rs. 153 lakhs to over 133 million yards valued at 
Rs. 334 lakhs. Imports from Switzerland and _ the 
Netherlands remained fairly steady at Rs. 35 lakhs and 
Rs. 29 lakhs respectively. 


Coloured, Printed or Dyed Piece-Goods.—This trade 
also showed a noteworthy decline from 507 million 
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yards valued at Rs. 17:3 crores to 4834 million yards 
valued at Rs. 15 crores. Here again the reduction 
was almost entirely borne by the United Kingdom. 
Imports of British bleached goods fell from 3354 
million yards valued at Rs.12 crores to 2784 million 
yards valued at Rs. 9:5 crores. Those from Japan rose 
from 109% million yards valued at Rs. 2-7 crores to 
1543 million yards valued at Rs. 3-4 crores. Shipments 
from the Netherlands also rose from Ks. 554 to Rs. 70 
lakhs, but there was a sharp decline in imports from 
Italy from 36 to 23 million _ and from Rs. 1223 
to Rs. 824 lakhs. 


Fents.—Total shipments decreased slightly from 37 
to 862 million yards and from Rs. 94 to Rs. 903 lakhs 
in value. Arrivals from the United Kingdom dropped 
from 134 to 124 million yards and from Rs. 423 to 
Rs. 363 lakhs, while those from the United States rose 
from 23 to 24 million yards and from Rs. 493 to 
Rs. 523 lakhs. 


Cotton Sewing Thread.—Total imports increased 
satisfactorily from Rs. 71 to Rs. 81 lakhs, the British 
share advancing from Rs. 61? to Rs. 69 lakhs, and that 
of ‘* other countries ’’ from Rs. 94 to Rs. 12 lakhs. 


Haberdashery and Millinery.—There was a consider- 
able decline in this trade from Rs. 134 to Rs. 104} 
lakhs. It is satisfactory to note that the British share 
fell merely from Rs. 274 to Rs. 26 lakhs, whereas that 
of Germany dropped from Rs. 40 to Rs. 234 lakhs, that 
of Switzerland from Rs. 14 to Rs. 84 lakhs, of Italy 
from Rs. 12 to Rs. 94 lakhs, and of France from Rs. 43 
to Rs. 4 lakhs. The Japanese share increased slightly 
to Rs. 204 lakhs. 


Woollen Piece-Goods.—Total imports declined from 
16 million yards valued at Rs. 284 lakhs to 124 million 
yards valued at Rs. 233} lakhs. The brunt of this fall 
was borne by British shippers, imports from the United 
Kingdom declining from 54 million yards valued at 
Rs. 1212 lakhs to 33 million yards valued at Rs. 903 
lakhs. Germany’s share was reduced from Rs. 38} to 
Rs. 244 lakhs, that of France from Is. 614 to Rs. 60 
lakhs, Italy’s from Rs. 31 to Rs. 30 lakhs and 
Belgium’s from Rs. 8 to Rs. 5} lakhs. 


Artificial Silk Yarn.—Total imports diminished from 
7-7 million lbs. valued at Rs. 185} lakhs to 7-3 million 
lbs. valued at Rs. 99 lakhs. This reduction was shared 
by most suppliers, the United Kingdom’s contribution 
falling from Rs. 304 to Rs. 194 lakhs, Italy’s from 
Rs. 61 to Rs. 46 lakhs, Holland’s from Rs. 18} to 
Rs. 64 lakhs, and Germany’s from Rs. 10} to Rs. 54 
lakhs, whereas France increased her share from Rs. 64 
to Rs. 114 lakhs, 


Cotton and Artificial Silk Piece-Goods.—The total 
trade rose from 49°8 million yards valued at Ks. 3304 
lakhs to 56-6 million yards valued at Rs. 315 lakhs. 
The returns are remarkable for a phenomenal advance 
in shipments from Japan, which rose from 3} million 
yards valued at Rs. 304 lakhs in 1928-29 to over 25 
million yards valued at Rs. 140 lakhs in the year under 
review. These Japanese artificial silks displaced those 
of all other competitors, the British share falling from 
Rs. 84 to Rs. 414 lakhs, Italy’s from Rs. 924 to Rs. 51 
lakhs, Switzerland’s from Rs. 538 to Rs. 43} lakhs, 
Germany’s from Rs. 264 to Rs. 94 lakhs and Austria’s 
from Rs. 174 to Rs. 9 lakhs. 


MACHINERY AND MILLWORK. 


Total imports of machinery and millwork of all kinds 
were fairly well maintained and declined only slightly 
from Rs. 18-4 crores to Rs. 18-2 crores. The British 
Share decreased from Rs. 14 crores to Rs. 13-7 crores, 
and that of the United States from Rs. 2 crores to 
Rs. 1:75 crores, but Germany increased her share from 
ts. 1:14 crores to Rs. 1:73 crores and Belgium’s rose 
from Rs. 17 lakhs to Rs. 174 lakhs. The share of 
‘other countries ’’ deelined slightly from Rs. 844 lakhs 
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to Rs. 82 lakhs. The value of the imports under the

It is most satisfactory to note that the United 
Kingdom is generally holding its own in the imports 
of machinery, although German competition is becom- 
ing much keener in most branches of the trade. The 
United Kingdom still supplies practically the whole 
of the boilers imported, almost the whole of the tex- 
tile machinery, 76 per cent. of the electrical machinery 
and the great bulk of the steam and oil engines.

Aluminium.—Total imports increased from 126,591 
ewts. valued at Rs. 107? lakhs to 171,025 cwts. valued 
at Ks. 14231 lakhs. Details of the countries of origin 
are not yet available. 


Yellow Metal for Sheathing.—Total imports de- 
clined from 456,312 cwts. valued at Rs. 2154 lakhs to 
363,386 cwts. valued at Rs. 183} lakhs. The British 
share fell from Rs. 702 to Rs. 40 lakhs, and that of 
Japan from Rs. 31 to Rs. 26 lakhs, but imports from 
Germany advanced from Rs. 110} to Rs. 1134 lakhs. 


Wrought Copper.—This trade also showed a remark- 
able falling off from 232,094 ewts. valued at Rs. 124} 
lakhs to 126,380 cwts. valued at Rs. 814 lakhs. The 
British share fell from Rs. 413 lakhs to Rs. 22} lakhs, 
that of Germany from Rs. 484 lakhs to Rs. 30} lakhs, 
and that of France from Rs. 21 lakhs to Rs. 18 lakhs. 


IRON AND STEEL. 


Bars (other than cast steel).—Imports under this 
heading remained practically stationary at 169,304 
tons valued at Rs. 1924 lakhs. ‘The British share, 
however, fell from 46,616 tons (Is. 624 lakhs) to 
$2,296 tons (Rs. 474 lakhs). Belgian shipments rose 
from 80,233 tons (Rs. 83 lakhs) to 81,571 tons 
(Rs. 853 lakhs). Arrivals from Luxemburg also 
advanced from 15,805 tons (Rs. 164 lakhs) to 38,011 
tons (Is. 384 lakhs), but imports from Germany were 
reduced from 13,716 tons (Rs. 14 lakhs) to 10,353 tons 
(Rs. 114 lakhs). 


Beams, Channels, Pillars, Girders and Bridgework. 
—Total imports fell from 135,801 tons valued at 
Rs. 1634 lakhs to 104,861 tons valued at Rs. 132 lakhs. 
The British share dropped from 67,608 tons (lis. 100% 
lakhs) to 51,482 tons (Rs. 79 lakhs). Arrivals from 
Belgium fell from 44,637 tons (Rs. 41 lakhs) to 30,347 
tons (Rs. 29 lakhs). French shipments were also 
reduced from 20,558 tons (Rs. 184 lakhs) to 14,110 
tons (Rs. 13} lakhs). 


Bolts and Nuts.—This trade also suffered a setback 
from 15,857 tons (Rs. 48 lakhs) to 12,551 tons (Rs. 39 
lakhs). ‘The British share fell from Rs. 21 to Rs. 14 
lakhs and that of Belgium from Rs. 144 to Ks. 12} 
lakhs, but German imports remained fairly steady at 


Rs. 64 lakhs. 


Fencing materials (including fencing wire).—A slight 
rise is to be recorded in total imports from 9,825 tons 
(Rs. 26 lakhs) to 10,048 tons (Rs. 263 lakhs). The 
British share fell from Rs. 5 to Rs. 46 lakhs and the 
Belgian from Rs. 6} to Rs. 5§ lakhs, but the German 
shipments rose from Rs. 7} to Rs. 10? lakhs. 


Hoops and Strips.—This trade increased slightly 
from 38,583 tons (Rs. 547 lakhs) to 39,218 tons 
(Rs. 54°9 lakhs). Arrivals from the United Kingdom 
fell from 17,013 tons (Rs. 254 lakhs) to 16,228 tons 
(Rs. 244 lakhs) and those from Germany from 5,196 
tons (Rs. 8 lakhs) to 3,013 tons (Rs. 44 lakhs), while 
Belgian shipments advanced from 13,335 tons (Rs. 174 
lakhs) to 17,248 tons (Rs. 224 lakhs). 


Nails, Rivets and Washers (other than wire nails).— 
Total imports declined from 18,671 tons valued at 
Rs. 514 lakhs to 16,682 tons valued at Rs. 48} lakhs. 
The British share remained steady at Rs. 17 lakhs. 
Imports from Norway fell from Rs. 9 to Rs. 74 lakhs, 
those from Germany from Rs. 44 to Rs. 4 lakhs and 
those from Sweden from Rs. 64 lakhs to under Rs. 6 


lakhs. 


Cast Pipes and Fittings.—Total imports fell sharply 
from 10,305 tons valued at Rs. 224 lakhs to 5,760 tons 
valued at Rs. 15} lakhs. The British share declined 
from 4,446 tons (Rs. 13 lakhs) to 4,297 tons (Rs. 12 
lakhs), that of Belgium from 4,356 tons (Rs. 6 lakhs) 
to 444 tons (Rs. 73,000), while the contribution from 
‘* other countries ’’ fell from 1,503 tons (Rs. 34 lakhs) 
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to 1,019 tons (Rs. 24 lakhs). It is satisfactory to note 
that British suppliers are firmly maintaining their hold 
on this trade. | 


Rails, Chairs and Fishplates (including those for 
Railways).—This trade again showed a heavy decline 
from 48,135 tons valued at Rs. 61 lakhs to 26,065 tons 
valued at Ks. 354 lakhs. The British share dropped 
from 40,862 tons (Ks. 52} lakhs) to 17,680 tons 
(is. 254 lakhs). That of Belgium rose from 3,439 
tons (Rs. 4 lakhs) to 5,360 tons (Rs. 6 lakhs), while 
‘’ other countries *’ fell from 3,834 tons (Rs. 4°6 lakhs) 
to 3,025 tons (Rs. 4 lakhs). 


Galvanised Sheets and Plates.—There was a further 
heavy reduction in this valuable trade from 326,237 
tons valued at Rs. 711 lakhs to 257,552 tons valued at 
Ks. 556 lakhs. The British share fell from 286,046 
tons valued at Rs. 626 lakhs to 200,295 tons valued 
at Rs. 4874 lakhs. On the other hand, there was a 
further remarkable rise in imports from Belgium from 
32,063 tons valued at Rs. 654 lakhs to 50,974 tons 
valued at Rs. 103} lakhs. Considerable price cutting 
took place throughout the year and Belgian sheets were 
purchased in large quantities owing to the exception- 
ally low price at which they were quoted. 


Tinned Plates.—Owing to the disturbed labour con- 
ditions in the Indian tin plate industry imports ad- 
vanced from 27,177 tons valued at Rs. 87 Jakhs to 
31,165 tons valued at Rs. 100 lakhs. The British share 
rose from 14,813 tons (Rs. 46 lakhs) to 21,848 tons 
(Rs. 684 lakhs), while that of the United States de- 
clined from 12,297 tons (Rs. 41 lakhs) to 9,315 tons 
(Rs. 314 lakhs). The Indian Tin Plate Company are 
now resuming full-scale production, and it is likely that 
imports will fall off during the present year. 


Sheets and Plates (not galvanised or tinned).—Total 
imports fell from 79,999 tons (Rs. 108? lakhs) to 61,733 
tons (Rs. 82 lakhs). This decline was borne by the 
United Kingdom, whence arrivals fell from 54,331 tons 
(Rs. 78} lakhs) to 45,207 tons (Rs. 623 lakhs) and by 
Belgium, whose shipments fell from 28,991 tons 
(Rs. 28 lakhs) to 14,312 tons (Rs. 16} lakhs). 


Sleepers and Keys of Steel or Iron for Railways.— 
Total imports fell from 85,036 tons (Rs. 80 lakhs) to 
65,759 tons (Rs. 644 lakhs). The British share dropped 
from 16,639 tons (Rs. 24 lakhs) to 10,396 tons (Rs. 15 
lakhs), that of Belgium from 59,687 tons (Rs. 49 lakhs) 
to 50,802 tons (Rs. 45 lakhs) and of ‘‘ other countries ”’ 
from 8,710 tons (Rs. 7 lakhs) to 4,561 tons (Rs. 4} 
lakhs). 


Wrought Tubes, Pipes and Fittings.—The total 
trade fell slightly in quantity from 35,488 tons to 34,072 
tons, but rose in value from Rs. 944 lakhs to Rs. 101 
lakhs. The British share advanced from 16,655 
tons (Rs. 51 lakhs) to 17,867 tons (Rs. 572 lakhs). 
Belgian shipments fell, however, from 5,449 tons 
(Rs. 113 lakhs) to 2,744 tons (Rs. 63 lakhs) and French 
shipments from 3,800 tons (Rs. 74 lakhs) to 2,732 tons 
(Rs. 64 lakhs). 


Wire Nails.—-This trade declined from 17,911 tons 
valued at Rs. 30 lakhs to 12,505 tons valued at Rs. 22 
lakhs. The British share, as usual, amounted to a 
negligible quantity (Rs. 87,000). Beigian shipments, 
however, fell from 8,961 tons (Rs. 15 lakhs) to 5,132 
tons (Rs. 9 lakhs) and German shipments from 2,903 
tons (Rs. 5 lakhs) to 2,414 tons (Rs. 4 lakhs). Arrivals 
from ‘‘ other countries ’’ were reduced from 5,564 tons

Wire Rope.—In this trade also total imports fell from 
4,270 tons valued at Rs. 234 lakhs to 3,335 tons valued 
at Rs. 194 lakhs.

The British proportion advanced from Rs. 199 
to Rs. 215 lakhs, that of the United States from Rs. 394 
to hs. 474 lakhs, of Germany from Rs. 304 to Rs. 424 
lakhs, Holland from Rs. 15 to Rs. 164 lakhs, Italy from 
Rs. 12 to Rs. 14 lakhs, Japan from Rs. 54 to Rs. 94 
lakhs, and ‘‘ other countries ’’ from Rs. 114 to Rs. 153 
lakhs. 

Imports of electric fans and parts thereof totalled 
Rs. 893 lakhs, of which the United Kingdom supplied 
under Rs. 19 lakhs, Italy Rs. 12 lakhs, the United 
States Rs. 34 lakhs, and ‘‘ other countries’’ Rs. 5 
lakhs. The falling-off in the British share has been 
largely secured by Italy. Imports of cables again ad- 
vanced from Rs. 99 to Rs. 1154 lakhs. The British 
share rose from Rs. 87 to Rs. 974 lakhs, that of 
Germany from Rs. 44 to Rs. 53 lakhs, Holland from 
Rs. 24 to Rs. 34 lakhs, and ‘‘ other countries ’’ from 
Rs. 2 to Rs. 64 lakhs.

The phenomenal increase in imports of footwear of 
canvas with rubber soles and ‘‘ other materials ’’ 1s 
due to a most remarkable increase in receipts of these 
articles from Japan from 527,990 pairs, valued at 
Rs. 3 lakhs in 1928-29, to 4,048,733 pairs, valued at 
Rs. 294 lakhs, in the past fiscal year. These imports 
are almost entirely of cheap rubber soled shoes with 
canvas uppers which are sold to the local dealers at 
prices ranging from Rs. 12/12/- per dozen pairs for 
small sizes to Rs. 14/- per dozen pairs for larger sizes, 
ex Calcutta godown. Similar Japanese shoes, with 
crepe rubber soles, are sold at prices ranging from 
Rs. 16 per dozen to Rs. 19/8/- per dozen pairs, ex 
Calcutta godown. Neither British nor American 
manufacturers can therefore compete at such low 
prices. 

It will be noted that imports of leather footwear, in 
which British manufacturers are principally interested, 
have fallen off, and this is reflected in a reduction of 
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the British share of the total trade from 702,367 pairs, 
valued at Rs. 27 lakhs, to 634,291 pairs, valued at 
Rs. 22 lakhs. Imports from the United States fell 
from $28,354 pairs (Rs. 154 lakhs) to 537,509 pairs 
(Rs. 103 lakhs). Arrivals from Canada, however—also 
mainly of canvas shoes—rose from 250,343 pairs (Rs. 5 
lakhs) to 548,683 pairs (Rs. 104 lakhs). The share of 
Austria was slightly reduced from 23,237 pairs (Rs. 3 
lakhs) to 219,308 pairs (Rs. 24 lakhs), while imports 
from Czechoslovakia fell from 61,000 pairs to 47,000 
pairs and from Rs. 23 to Rs. 2 lakhs.

Motor VEHICLES. 


Motor Cars (including Taxi-cabs).—The table which 
follows shows the position during the past two 
vears. The increased number of British cars imported 
is very small, and, owing to a higher proportion of the 
smaller types, the total value actually declined. The 
further sharp rise in imports from Canada is—of course 
—miainly accounted for by increased imports of the 
new Ford car, whereas the reduction in imports from 
the United States reflects the slump which took place

Motor Omnibuses, Motor Vans and Motor Lorries.— 
Imports again advanced from 12,790 vehicles, valued 
at Rs. 2164 lakhs, to 15,805 vehicles, valued at 
ts. 2412 lakhs. The British share fell from 473 
vehicles (Rs. 203 lakhs) to 399 vehicles (Rs. 174 lakhs) 
Imports from Canada rose from 6,373 vehicles (Rs. 81 
lakhs) to 10,044 vehicles (Rs. 1254 lakhs), while those 
from the United States fell from 45,809 vehicles 
(Rs. 1094 lakhs) to 4,770 vehicles (Is. 963 lakhs). 
Of the total imports of 15,305 vehicles, 10,340 were 
imported as chassis and 4,965 with bodies. 


Motor Cycles (including Scooters).—Total imports 


- rose from 1,802 machines, valued at Rs. 10 lakhs, to

factory to note that the British share advanced from 
1,611 machines (Rs. 94 lakhs) to 1,842 machines 
(Rs. 104 lakhs). Imports from the United States fell 
from 55 machines to 35 machines, and those from 
‘* other countries ’’ from 136 machines to 79 machines. 


Cycles (other than motor cycles) and Parts thereof 
and Accessories.—After a lengthy period of steady 
expansion in this trade there has, at last, been a 
falling-off in total imports from Rs. 1294 to Rs. 119 
lakhs. The British share fell from Rs. 1074 to Rs. 963 
lakhs, that of Germany from Rs. 17 to Rs. 132 lakhs, 
while that of ‘‘ other countries ’’ (mainly Japan) rose 
from Rs. 5 to Rs. 84 lakhs. Imports of cheap 
Japanese parts are rapidly increasing, and greater com- 
petition must be expected from this source in the 
future. The total number of cycles imported (entire 
or in sections) during the year was 142,052, valued at 
Rs. 59 lakhs, the balance of Rs. 60 lakhs being com- 
posed of parts of cycles and accessories (excluding 
rubber tyres).

Im- 
ports from Canada fell from 144,394 covers (Rs. 57 
lakhs) to 117,301 covers (Rs. 53 lakhs). Arrivals from 
Germany advanced from Rs.7 to Rs. 19 lakhs, those 
from Italy from Rs. 17 to Rs. 214 lakhs, while imports 
from France declined from Rs. 174 to Rs. 114 lakhs.

Pi 
iron production was at a lower rate in April as com- 
pared with March and the corresponding month of 
last year. Per calendar day, the tonnage of pig iron 
produced in April averaged 28,170 tons, as compared 
with 28,530 tons, 28,640 tons and 28,570 tons in 
March and February, 1930, and in April, 1929. Fur- 
naces in blast at the end of April numbered 153, as 
compared with 152 at the end of March. Included in 
the aggregate April tonnage (845,200 tons) were 30,500 
tons of forge and Bessemer iron, 185,800 tons of 
foundry, 645,500 tons of basic, and 33,400 tons of 
other descriptions of pig iron. The aggregate output 
of steel ingots and castings in April was reduced as 
compared with the previous month, and with April, 
1929. 


Iron and steel prices. Towards the end of May it 
was reported that French hematite producers had re- 
solved to lower the price of the forge grade in the 
northern district by 30 frs. to 550 frs. per metric ton. 
Other official prices (inland and export) were reported 
unchanged during May. 


GERMANY. 


The aggregate coal output for April was the lowest 
recorded since May, 1926; compared with a year ago 
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the reduction amounted to 1,896,000 tons (about 
14 per cent.). Pig iron and steel outputs also showed 
marked contractions. With the exception of the out- 
puts of November and December, 1928, which were 
afiected by a labour dispute, the aggregate pig iron 
output for April was the lowest recorded since 
September, 1926, and the average daily output the 
lowest since October, 1926. The tonnage of pig iron 
produced per calendar day averaged 29,560 tons in 
April, as against averages of 31,980 tons in March 
and 33,890 tons in February, 1930, and 36,470 tons 
in April, 1929. Furnaces in blast at the end of April 
numbered 90, a reduction of two as compared with a 
month earlier. The April aggregate output (886,872 
tons) included 414 tons of forge and Bessemer iron, 
151,160 tons of foundry and hematite (including 
direct castings), 544,043 tons of basic, and 191,255 
tons of ferro-alloys. The total and average daily out- 
puts of steel ingots and castings were the smallest 
reported since June, 1926, if for the reason previously 
stated, November, 1928, is left out of consideration. 
On the basis of 24 working days reported for the 
month, the daily steel tonnage made in April aver- 
aged 42,3870 tons, as compared with 45,460 tons in 
Mareh, and 55,740 tons in April, 1929. The produc- 
tion of finished steel products in April (24 working 
days) amounted to 725,505 tons, as compared with 
820,940 tons in March (26 working days), and 959,285 
tons in April, 1929 (25 working days). 


Iron and steel prices. The official home and export 
prices for May were unchanged from April. 


BELGIUM. 


The total coal output for April was the lowest so 
far recorded this year, but was somewhat higher than 
that for April of last year. The number of working 
days in April was reported to be 24:9, which yields 
an average daily production of 89,220 tons, as against 
91,470 tons in March (25-1 working days), and 88,640 
tons in April, 1929 (24:9 working days). Coal stocks 
at the end of April amounted to 1,305,420 tons, as 
compared with 1,083,930 tons at the end of March, 
and 486,730 tons at the end of April, 1929. As com- 
pared with recent months, the aggregate tonnage of 
pig iron and of steel ingots and castings made in April 
showed a considerable reduction, the totals in each 
case being the lowest recorded since February, 1929, 
when outputs were affected by severe weather condi- 
tions. If the outputs for February, 1929, are left out 
of account, the April, 1980, tonnages were the lowest 
recorded for two years. The make of pig iron per 
calendar day averaged 10,270 tons in April, as against 
10,850 tons in March, and 11,020 tons in April, 1929. 
The number of furnaces in blast at the end of April 
was 56 as compared with 57 a month earlier. The 
total production of finished steel products amounted 
to 248,100 tons in April, as against 254,610 tons in 
March, and 295,710 tons in April, 1929. 


Iron and steel prices. The official basis export prices 
were unchanged during May. 


UNITED STATES. 


The aggregate April coal production (36,407,000 
tons) which included 82,018,000 tons of bituminous 
coal, and 4,889,000 tons of anthracite, was slightly in 
excess of the reduced output for March, but well 
below that for April, 1929. On the basis of 25:8 
working days reported for the month, the daily pro- 
duction of bituminous coal during April averaged 
1,241,000 tons, as compared with 1,228,000 tons in 
March (26 working days), and 1,804,000 tons in April, 
1929 (25-6 working days). The daily tonnages of 
anthracite produced in the corresponding months aver- 
aged 176,000 tons, 156,000 tons and 230,000 tons 
respectively. Although the total make of pig iron in 
April was smaller than in March, the daily rate showed 
further recovery, and was about the same as in 
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November last. Production averaged 106,060 tons per 
working day, as compared with 104,720 tons in 
March and 122,090 tons in April, 1929. Furnaces 
in blast at the end of April numbered 183, as com- 
pared with 185 at the beginning of the month. Steel 
ingot output showed further reduction in April. The 
tonnage made per working day averaged 159,360 tons, 
as compared with 164,960 tons in March, and 189,920 
tons in April, 1929. 


Iron and steel prices. The iron and steel market 
was weak in all departments during May. The price 
of No. 2 foundry pig iron at Philadelphia dropped 
50 cents to 19 dollars 76 cents per ton (2,240 lb.) in 
the early part of the month. At Pittsburg, the price 
of re-rolling billets, sheet bars, and slabs fell by two 
dollars, and forging billets by one dollar, per ton. 
Among the descriptions of finished steel, reductions 
were general for bars, tank plates, and structural 
shapes, at the principal centres. Comparing prices at 
the end of May with those a month earlier, bars were 
cheaper at Chicago and Cleveland by ‘05 cents per 
lb., and at New York by ‘01 cents per lb. Tank plates, 
and structural shapes were cheaper at Pittsburg and 
Chicago by ‘10 cents per lb. At New York, tank plates 
and structural shapes showed reductions of :044 cents 
and -04 cents respectively. There was a general de- 
cline of scrap steel prices during the month. Repre- 
sentative quotations for iron and steel at the end of 
May were: No. 2 foundry pig iron, Philadelphia 
19 dollars 76 cents, No. 2 foundry pig iron, Valley 
furnace, 18 dollars 50 cents; re-rolling billets, Pitts- 
burg, 81 dollars; sheet bars, Pittsburg, 31 dollars, and 
forging billets, Pittsburg, 37 dollars; all prices per ton 
(2,240 lbs.). The following were representative quota- 
tions (per lb. to large buyers) for certain finished pro- 
ducts: Steel bars, Chicago, 1:85 cents; tank plates, 
Pittsburg, 1:70 cents, and structural shapes, Chicago, 
1-80 cents. 


BRITAIN’S ELECTRICITY. 
DEVELOPMENT OF SUPPLY. 


The extent of the development attained by the 
public supply undertakings in Great Britain in 
1928-29 was represented by the following average 
figures per head of estimated population in 1928:— 
A connected load of approximately 225 watts, a 
maximum demand of about 92 watts, and the sale to 
consumers of 176 units per annum, state the 
Electricity Commission in their *Return of Engineer- 
ing and Financial Statistics of Electricity Supply in 
1928-29. The total capital charged to capital account 
at the end of 1928-29 amounted to about £297,677,000, 
representing 41 per cent. in respect of generation and 
59 per cent. in respect of transmission, distribution, 


etc. 
GENERATING STATIONS AND PLANT. 


The production of the public supply in 1928-29 in- 
volved the operation by authorised undertakers of 485 
generating stations, containing in aggregate 5,801,771 
kilowatts of generating plant. With regard to the con- 
centration of generating plant, 69 per cent. was con- 
tained in 76 stations, each having an installed capacity 
of 25,000 k.w. or over, and 31 per cent. was distributed 
among the remaining 409 stations, of which 200 had 
an installed capacity of less than 1,000 k.w. each. 


Of the total generating plant installed over 95 per 
cent. was of the alternating current type, this figure 
including plant of 12 different frequencies. Over 
79 per cent. of all the A.C. plant was of the accepted 
standard frequency of 50 cycles per second, the two

predominating non-standard frequencies of 25 cycles 
and 40 cycles per second accounting for 13 per cent. 
and 6 per cent. respectively. 

A net addition of about 543,000 k.w. was made to 
the plant capacity of authorised undertakings during 
the year 1928-29. Further progress was made in the 
equipment of generating stations with large modern 
units of plant, and at the end of 1928-29 about 49 per 
cent. of all the generating plant installed consisted of 
steam turbo-alternator units having capacities of 
10,000 k.w. or over. 


DISTRIBUTION, OUTPUT AND CONSUMPTION. 


The particulars relating to the distribution systems 
of public supply undertakings show that A.C. supplies 
of 15 different frequencies were being distributed in 
1928-29, and that the declared voltages at consumers’ 
terminals for low and medium pressure A.C. and D.C. 
supplies taken collectively numbered 44. The latter 
figure includes related pairs of voltages on three-wire 
and four-wire systems. 


In the year under review nearly 82 per cent. of the 
total public supply was sold to consumers, the remain- 
ing 18 per cent. being accounted for by the works’ 
requirements of the undertakers themselves, and by 
losses in transmission and distribution, etc. With 
regard to the different classes of supply, power supplies 
accounted for about 63 per cent., lighting and domestic 
supplies for 26 per cent. and traction supplies for 
about 9 per cent. of the total units sold to consumers. 
The sales of electrical energy for lighting and domestic 
purposes increased by 328 million units, while the 
sales for power *purposes rose by 389 million units, 
During the year there was an increase of over 394,000, 
or about 15 per cent., in the number of consumers of 


electricity. 


Intersales of energy in bulk between authorised 
undertakers for ultimate distribution to consumers 
accounted for 20-2 per cent. of the total public supply, 
as compared with 18-4 per cent. in the previous year. 


LOAD AND FUEL. 


The combined maximum load on the public supply 
undertakings in 1928-29, based on units generated 
and/or purchased, was of the order of 4,077,000 k.w., 
and that on the generating stations of authorised 
undertakers was of the order of 3,369,000 k.w. The 
capacity of the generating plant installed was about 
72 per cent. in excess of the combined maximum 
demand upon it. The load factor of the generating 
stations of public authorities and companies was of 
the order of 30 per cent. and 34 per cent. respectively, 
the combined figure being of the order of 31-6 per cent. 


The statistics indicate that economies continued to 
be effected on the utilisation of fuel at steam-driven 
generating stations during the year under review. 
Public supply undertakings were consumers of coal 
and coke to the extent of over 8,200,000 tons in 
1928-29, and the average cost of such fuel amounted 
to 15s. 7d. per ton, as compared with 17s. 10d. in 
1927-28 and 31s. in 1926-27. 


EXPENDITURE AND REVENUE. 


The total expenditure charged to capital account by 
authorised undertakings amounted at the end of 
1928-29 to £297,670,000, of which 41 per cent. was 
in respect of generation and 59 per cent. in respect of 
transmission, distribution, etc. The average expendi- 
ture for all purposes per k.w. of generating plant in- 
stalled was £51. The capital expenditure during the 
year amounted to over £28,670,000, an increase of 
over 10 per cent. on the expenditure at the end of 
1927-28. 


The average revenue in 1928-29 from the working of 
all authorised undertakings per £100 of capital expen- 
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diture amounted to £18-6, this figure being reduced to 
£16-9 if revenue from the intersale of energy in bulk 
between authorised undertakers is excluded. The 
actual revenue was over £55,454,000, as compared 
with £53,330,000 in 1927-28. The total revenue repre- 
sented an average of 1-37d. per unit sold, the corre- 
sponding figure for the previous year being 1-49d. 


The total working expenses (including the cost of 
all energy purchased in bulk by authorised undertakers 
but excluding capital charges) again absorbed 56 per 
cent. of the corresponding revenue from working. The 
outstanding working expense was the cost of genera- 
tion, this item accounting for over 35 per cent. of the 
total. Of the other principal items, distribution, 
management and rents, rates and taxes respectively, 
accounted for substantially equal percentages of the 
working expenses. 

The excess of revenue from working over working 
expenses amounted to £24,188,000, and represented 
8-1 per cent. on the capital expenditure at the end of 
the year. Allowing for revenue from other sources, 
amounting to £1,667,000, the gross surplus was 
£25,855,000, representing 8-7 per cent. on the total 
capital expenditure at the end of the year. 


Gross SurPLuS; BALANCES; STAFF. 


In the case of public authorities the gross surplus 
was appropriated to the extent of 35-1 per cent. for 
interest charges on loans and deposits; 48-4 per cent. 
for repayment of loans and transfers to sinking funds 
and to reserve and renewals funds; 10 per cent. for 
capital expenditure, and 2-7 per cent. in relief of local 
rates, the last item representing a net contribution of 
£414,509. The remaining 3-8 per cent., amounting to 
about £598,000, represented the increase in the 
balances on net revenue account. 


In the case of company undertakers the gross 
surplus was appropriated to the extent of about 60 per 
cent. for interest charges and dividends, and to the 
extent of 33-4 per cent. for transfers to depreciation 
and reserve funds. About 3-4 per cent. of the gross 
surplus, amounting to £350,535, represented the 
increase in the balances on net revenue account. The 
average rates of the preference and ordinary dividends 
calculated on the corresponding capital raised at the 
end of 1928 were 5-41 per cent. and 7-36 per cent. 
respectively. 

The position at the end of 1928-29 was that the 
capital (or loan) accounts of authorised undertakers 
were overdrawn to the extent of about £13 million; 
the balances in depreciation, reserve and renewals 
funds, including sinking funds in the case of public 
authorities, amounted to upwards of £29,000,000; and 
the balances on revenue account totalled over £44 
million. 


In 1928-29 the electricity supply industry gave 
direct employment to over 56,700 staff and workmen 
on generation, distribution and administration, the 
total salaries and wages charged to revenue account 
amounting to £9,386,000. 


LIMITS OF THE RETURN. 


In concluding this general review it is necessary to 
emphasise that the statistics relate exclusively to 
authorised undertakings providing public supplies of 
electricity in Great Britain. To obtain a complete 
measure of the extent of electrical development in the 
country account would also have to be taken of the 
supplies utilised by railway and tramway authorities 
and derived from their own generating stations; of the 
large number of private generating stations established 
by collieries and other industrial and commercial 
organisations for the purposes of their respective 
undertakings; and of cases in which supplies of elec- 
tricity are given by undertakings established without 
statutory powers. These aspects of electrical develop- 
ment are outside the ecore of the Return just issued.

STANDARD WALL PLUGS AND SOCKETS. 


The British Engineering Standards Association has just 
issued British Standard Specification No. 372, side-entry 
wall plugs and sockets for domestic purposes. This 
specification is a combination of B.S. specification No. 73, 
two-pin plugs and sockets, and B.S. specification No. 317, 
three-pin plugs and sockets, both of which it supersedes. 
The only point in which No. 372 differs appreciably from 
the superseded specifications is in connection with clauses 12 
and 36 dealing with the provision of a guard or hand- 
shield; these clauses having been broadened somewhat to 
allow more scope to the designer in providing adequate 
protection to the hand of the user. 

The specification gives standard ratings, and tests for 
current-treating capacity for two-pin and three-pin plugs 
and sockets of the type used for domestic purposes. 
Dimensions are given to ensure interchangeability, and 
stipulations as to the attachment of conductors, etc., are 
mace in order to ensure safety and durability in use.

RAINFALL AND MONSOON. 


Caleutta, June 23.—During the week ended June 22 
rainfall was genera! in Konkan on seven days; in Malabar 
on six; in Bengal, the Bombay Deccan and the Madras 
Deccan on three; in Lower Burma, West Central India, 
North Hyderabad and Berar on two; and in the Punjab 
Hills, Orissa, West Rajputana, the East United Provinces 
and Upper Burma on one day. 

The monsoon generally has been active during the past 
week. 

CROPS. 

Central Provinces, June 16.—The weather has been sultry 
and cloudy. Good showers have fallen in the North and 
East of the provinces and light showers elsewhere except 
in Betul, where the rainfall has been moderate. 

Bengal, June 18.—Rainfall has been general throughout, 
being heavy in parts of East Bengal and light elsewhere. 
More rain is needed in parts of the ‘West and North. Field 
operations for winter paddy and weeding of jute and 
autumn paddy continue in West Bengal, but have finished 
elsewhere. Crops are making progress. 

Bombay, June 21.—Rainfall has been light and general 
in Konkan, but poor elsewhere. In Sind no rain has 
fallen. Khariff continues early and cotton is doing well. 

Assam, June 23.—The weather has been seasonable and 
rainy. Crop outturn prospects are fair. 

WHOLESALE PRICEs. 


Calcutta, June 24.—The Indian Intelligence Department, 
Caleutta, announces that the wholesale price index number 
for May is 121, as compared with 123 for April. 


IMPORTATION OF AMERICAN APPLES. 


During the autumn of 1929 Inspectors of the Ministry of 
Agriculture carried out examinations of apples taken from 
consignments imported from the United States. Some of 
the samples taken proved to be severely infested by the 
larve of the Apple Fruit Fly, or the * Railroad Borer,” 
as it is called in the United States, where it is a dangerous 
pest in apple orchards. 

The Apple Fruit Fly is not known to be present in orchards 
in this country, and in order to guard against its introduc- 
tion, the Minister of Agriculture has made an Order (The 
Importation of Raw Apples Order of 1930) which in effect 
prohibits the entry of low grade apples from the United 
States between July 7 and November 17 in any year, the 
period when the pest may be expected to be in the fruit.

BRITISH INDUSTRIES FAIR, 1931. 


The following letter has been addressed by the 
Comptroller-General of the Department of Overseas Trade 
to British manufacturers with reference to the 1931 British 
Industries Fair :— 


I have the pleasure to inform you that the British 
Industries Fair, 1931, will open as usual on the third 
Monday in February (February 16), and will close on 
February 27. The London Section of the Fair, which, as 
you are no doubt aware, is organised by this Department, 
will again be held at Olympia, where all the buildings, 
including the whole of the Empire Hall, will be available 
for the first time. 


His Majesty’s Government have again made a grant of 
£25,000 for advertising the Fair, and the services of the 
Trade Commissioners, the Commercial Diplomatic Officers, 
and the Consular Service, will be available for making the 
Fair known to trade buyers in ail parts of the world. 


In view of the success of the last Fair, it is anticipated 
that all the available space will be taken up at an early 
date, and consequently no guarantee can be given that 
space will be available in respect of applications received 
later than July 31, 1930. 


The charge for space will remain at the rate of 3s. per 
square foot. 


By the completion of the third and fourth floors of the 
new .Empire Hall at Olympia, the exhibiting area of the 
buildings will be increased by some 50,000 square feet to a 
total of approximately 300,000 square feet. 


In accordance with a recommendation by the Exhibitors’ 
Advisory Committee, the Fair in London will open and 
close half an hour earlier than in previous years, that is to 
say, the hours will be 9.30 a.m. to 7.30 p.m. 


The Birmingham Fair will be open each day from 10 a.m. 
to 6 p.m.

GERMAN AGRICULTURAL EXHIBITION AT 
COLOGNE. 


A Report received in the Department of Overseas Trade 
from the British Consulate-General at Cologne states that, 
in spite of the present scarcity of capital among West 
German farmers, satisfactory business was done in seed- 
cleaning machinery, fertilisers, binders, tractors and dairy 
machinery at the International Agricultural Exhibition 
held at Cologne trom May 27 to June 1. The orders 
received for tractors were mainly from foreign sources. 
Foreign exhibitors were not numerous and foreign buyers 
eame chiefly from Austria, Czechoslovakia and the Soviet 
Union. The number of visitors was, on the whole, rather dis- 
appointing. The general organisation of the Exhibition was 
excellent. 


INTERNATIONAL HYGIENE EXHIBITION 
AT DRESDEN. 


A Report to the Department of Overseas Trade by H.M. 
Consul at Letpzig states that the general purpose of the 
International Hygiene Exhibition which was opened at 
Dresden on May 17 is to illustrate the progress made in 
recent years in hygiene. The Exhibition is being held in 
buildings extending approximately to 50,000 square metres, 
the scientific and industrial sections being, in many cases, 
grouped side by side. Of the industrial exhibitors, 75 per 
cent. are German and 25 per cent. Saxon; 24 foreign coun- 
tries are represented. 

The Exhibition, which includes @ gymnasium, a huge 
swimming bath and an amusement park, covers practically 
the whole field of hygiene. The main scheme is the illus- 
tration of methods whereby disease may be contracted and 
avoided, and health secured and maintained. The dangers 
of bad sanitation, bad ventilation, overcrowding; the part 
played by rodents and insects in conveying disease; the 
causes of infection and the importance of cleanliness are 
all portrayed by models, pictures, diagrams and statistics. 
Automatic figures are employed to illustrate the mechanism 
of the human body. There is a “ transparent man ’”’ and 
“man as a technical masterpiece.’’ By pressing different 
buttons it is possible to illuminate every organ of the 
human body as well as the bones, nerve system, circulation 
and so on. 

There is a group devoted to health and disease, and 
another dealing with the popular teaching of hygiene. 
There are also historical groups illustrating social conditions 


throughout the ages; the connection, for instance, of cults - 


with hygiene in the days of the ancient Egyptians, Indians 
and nomad peoples—ritual baths and cleansing of hands and 
especially Egyptian bodily culture. Another section 
depicts the influence of superstition in medical science. 
There is a department of “ psychical hygiene’”’ with a 
representation of “ the hell of 1930,’ where one’s ears are 
assailed by all the noises of a modern great city, after which 
one emerges into a pleasant garden in blissfully quiet 
surroundings. 

The treatment and cure of disease may be studied in a 
large modern hospital where wax figures are used to repre- 
sent actual patients. Adjoining may be seen the latest 
improvements in hospital equipment and medical instru- 
ments and appliances. A further large section of the exhibi- 
tion is devoted to personal hygiene, bodily sanitation, etc. 
There are also exhibits of dwellings, schools, hostels and 
farm buildings. 

The international section is housed in one building and 
affords an interesting opportunity of comparing and 
contrasting the advance made in hygiene by the various 
countries represented. 

The Exhibition is to remain open until October 12, and 
between now and then 160 congresses of various societies 
and associations are to be held. 


BUDA-PEST INTERNATIONAL FAIR. 


A Report received in the Department of Overseas Trade 
from the Commercial Secretary, H.M. Legation, Buda-Pest, 
states that the International Fair held this year from 
May 3 to 12 was a special jubilee Fair and was held on a 
larger area than usual. Italy and France both had official 
pavilions. The Italian participation was on a relatively 
lavish scale, the greater part of the space being occupied 
by an automobile firm. Two light aeroplanes were also 
shown in this pavilion. 

German participation was mainly confined to sewing 
machines and artificial silk, and British to motor and push 
cycles and one small make of motor car. 





EXHIBITIONS AND FAIRS—Continued. 


The chief Hungarian exhibits were dressed lamb and 
sheep skins, printed artificial silks and heavy motor buses 
and tractors, which attracted considerable attention. 
A large amount of space was taken by the furniture trade. 


The appeal of the Fair is more to retail than to trade 
purchasers. 


INTERNATIONAL RADIO EXHIBITION AT 
BUCHAREST. 


The Department of Overseas Trade is informed that the 
Second Radio Exhibition, under the patronage of H.R.H. 
Prince Nicholas of Roumania, will be held in Bucharest 
from September 7 to 28. This Exhibition is to include 
the products of all the branches of the radiophonic and 
aerochemical industries, -but special importance will be 
given to apparatus intended for military purposes.

BRITISH EMPIRE. 


BRITISH INDIA. 
OVERSEAS TRADE IN APRIL. 


The trade returns of British India for the month of April, 
1930, as compared with the preceding month, showed 
decreases in the values of imports, exports and re-exports, 
states a press note forwarded by H.M. Senior Trade Com- 
missioner from the Department of Commercial Intelligence 
and Statistics, Calcutta. 


Imports of private merchandise totalled Rs. 18,10 lakhs, 
a decrease of Ks.

GUIANA. 


TRADE SITUATION AND CROP OUTLOOK. 


Trade conditions throughout these territories continue 
very dull, with little prospect of an early improvement, 
report the local managers of Barclays Bank (Dominions, 
Colonial and Overseas). 

A Committee has been appointed by the Governor of 
Barbados, with himself as chairman, to consider a scheme 
for stabilising the price of sugar locally. A request to the 
Imperial Government for a loan in this connection has been 
declined. 

It is announced that the Trinidad Goveriment is pro- 
posing to afford relief to the local sugar producers by 
making advances under certain conditions, out of the surplus 
funds of the Colony at the rate of £2 per ton of sugar 
exported during 1930. 

Conditions generally throughout Jamaica have been 
favourable to the growing crops. Purchases of bananas 
have been on a larger scale of late, and total exports from 
the beginning of the year to May 18, at 8,090,598 stems, 
show an increase of nearly 30 per cent. over the figure for 
the corresponding period in 1929. 

The weather throughout the Windward and Leeward 
Islands has been very dry, particularly in Grenada, Antigua 
and St. Kitts, where rain is very badly needed as a result 
of the severe drought. Gathering of the lime crop in 
Dominica is in full swing, and shipments of green limes to 
the New York market have rapidly increased in volume. 

In British’ Guiana the sugar position is being discussed 
by the Legislative Council, and hopes are expressed that 
measures may be introduced to provide some form of relief 
for the industry during the present crisis. Recent sales of 
rice to buyers in San Domingo indicate a possible new 
outlet for the commodity ; if this market develops, it should 
help to improve the position of the industry. 


GAMBIA. 
IMPORTS AND EXPORTS IN 1929. 


The total value of imports and exports during 1929 was 
£597,161 and £840,929, as compared with £1,010,686 and 
£1,156,009 respectively in 1928, states a recent Report by 
the Department of Overseas Trade on the ‘‘ Trade of 
British West Africa.’’ ‘The most remarkable feature of 
the import trade of the Gambia is the rapid rise of France 
as a supplier. While the share of the United Kingdom has 
fallen from 41-7 per cent. in 1925 to 34:4 per cent. in 1929, 
that of France has risen from 26-6 per cent. in 1925 to 
39-6 per cent. last year. This is accounted for very largely 
by more favourable freight rates from Marseilles. Between 
100,000 ewts. and 175,000 cwts. of rice are imported every 
year, for instance, and whereas in 1924 about 70 per cent. 
of the total imports were shipped from Hamburg, France 
supplied more than 99 per cent. of the total in 1929. The 
proportion of sugar, soap, biscuits, cottons, etc., shipped 
from France is also far higher in the Gambia than in 
the other Colonies. 


Export TRADE. 


More so even than Sierra Leone and the Gold Coast, 
the Gambia is a one-crop Colony, groundnuts accounting 
tor 95 per cent. of the exports, as the following table 
shows :—

TRANSPORT FACILITIES. 


The river Gambia is navigable by ocean-going steamers 
for a distance of 150 miles and vessels drawing less than 
two fathoms can reach the easternmost point in the Colony. 
Nearly all the trade is conducted along the river and the 
need for motorable roads is felt much less than elsewhere 
on the Coast. Bathurst, which is the only port, has an 
electric light and power station and an ice-factory. There 
is no railway in the Gambia.

FRANCE. 


DIRECTION OF TRADE, 
JANUARY-APRIL, 


The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countriés, as summarised in the daily press, show that in 
the first four months of 1930 imports from Great Britain 
amounted in value to 1,951 million frances as against 
2,014 million frs. in the corresponding period of 1929, 
a decrease of 63 million frs. ‘There was a rise in imports 
from Belgium and Luxemburg, Czechoslovakia, Denmark, 
Germany, the Netherlands, Norway, Poland, Roumania, 
Soviet Russia, Sweden and Jugo-Slavia, but a fall in those 
from all other foreign countries separately classified in the 
returns. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain in the first 
four months of 1930 totalled 2,392 million frs. as against 
2.506 million frs., a decrease of 114 million frs. There was 
a rise in exports to Denmark, the Netherlands, Norway, 
Roumania, Soviet Russia, Sweden and Jugo-Slavia, but 
a fail in those to all other foreign countries separately 
classified. The value of French imports from foreign 
countries during the first four months of the year was 
16,656 million frs. compared with 17,909 million frs. in 
January—April, 1929, a decrease of 1,253 million frs.; that 
of exports was 12,211 million frs. as against 13,463 
million frs., a decrease of 1,252 million frs. 

The value of imports into France from colonies and 
protectorates amounted to 1,926 million frs. as against 
2,469 million frs., a decrease of 543 million frs.; and of 
exports from France to them 3,368 million frs. as against 
2.950 million frs., an increase of 418 million frs. French 
visible trade with foreign countries consequently showed 
an unfavourable balance in the first four months of this 
vear of 4,445 million frs. as against one of 4,446 million frs. 
in the first four months of 1929. The trade with her 
colonies and protectorates, on the other hand, showed a 
favourable balance of 1,442 million frs. as compared with 
one of 481 million frs. a year ago. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA. 
RECENT BUSINESS CONDITIONS. 


Unfavourable weather has retarded retail trade, reports 
a cable received by the London Office of the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York. Jobbing and wholesale 
lines have continued unsatisfactory, turnover generally 
being slow and buying cautious. There was an improve- 
ment, however, in a few lines and a good demand for 
electrical appliances. 

Department store sales for May equalled those of a year 
ago, but sales for the last five months were 3 per cent. 
below those for the corresponding period of 1929. Sales 
of 32 store chains in May were 3-95 per cent. above those of 
last year. .Construction contracts awarded in May were 
5 per cent. below the previous month and 22 per cent. 
below those of May last year. 

Business profits for the first quarter of the year were 
estimated as 22 per cent. below those of last year, but 5 per 
cent. above those of the corresponding period of 1928. 
Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the week ended June 14 was 87, against 87-6 the 
week before and 87:8 the fortnight before.

The estimated yield per acre in Ontario last year was only 
795 lbs., as compared with 1,019 lbs. in 1928 and 1,095 Ibs. 
in 1927, the great decrease being principally due to the 
dry weather. The low prices in 1928 and the low yields 
of 1929 have done much to discourage tobacco-growing, 
especially among the small and intermittent producers. 

The average yield per acre in Quebec in 1929 was 901 Ibs., 
an increase on the figures of 824 Ibs. for 1928 and 769 Ibs. 
for 1927. 

Most classes of tobacco registered an increased price in 
1929 as compared with 1928.

UNITED KINGDOM—EGYPT. 
PROVISIONAL COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 


With reference to the notice in the “ B.T.J.”’ of June 19 
(page 823) regarding the Provisional Commercial Agreement 
between this country and Egypt, the Board of Trade have 
now received the texts of the Notes exchanged between the 
High Commissioner for Egypt and the Egyptian Minister 
for Foreign Affairs. 

The text of the Note from the High Commissioner to 
the Egyptian Minister for Foreign Affairs, which is dated 
June 5, is as follows :— 

‘‘ With reference to the discussions which have taken place 
with regard to the conclusion of a Provisional Commercial 
Agreement to regulate the commercial relations between the 
United Kingdom of Great Britain and Northern Ireland, and 
Egypt, I have the honour to inform you that His Majesty’s 
Government in the United Kingdom are prepared to enter into 
an Agreement to the following effect :— 
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COMMERCIAL TREATIES AND ARRANGEMENTS—Continued. 


(a) Goods, the produce or manufacture of Egypt imported 
into the United Kingdom (whether for consumption, re-export, or 
transit) will receive treatment not less favourable than tnat 
granted to goods, the produce or manufacture of any other 
foreign country ; 

(6) Goods, the produce or manufacture of the United Kingdom 
imported into Egypt (whether for consumption, re-export, or 
transit) will receive treatment not less favourable than that 
granted to goods the produce or manufacture of any other 
foreign country ; 

(c) Similar treatment will be accorded in Egypt to goods, the 
produce or manufacture of any self-governing Dominion of His 
Britannic Majesty (other than the Irish Free State) or of India 
or of any British Colony, Protectorate or territory in respect of 
which His Britannic Majesty exercises a mandate, in which 
Egyptian goods receive treatment not less favourable than that 
accorded to the goods of the most-favoured foreign country; 

(d) His Majesty’s Government will not claim the benefit of the 
special régime accorded in Egypt to goods, the produce of the 
Sudan, nor of any agreement in regard to frontier traffic which 
may be concluded between Egypt and countries bordering on 
Egypt, as defined in Your Excellency’s Note No. 1.9/9 (130) of 
May 1, 1930. 

2. The present Note and a Note from Your Excellency con- 
firming the acceptance by the Egyptian Government of an 
agreement to this effect shall constitute an Agreement between 
the two Governments which shall come into force immediately 
on receipt of Your Excellency’s Note and shall remain in force 
until the 16th February, 1931, unless previously replaced by a 
Treaty regulating definitely the Commercial relations between 
the United Kingdom and Egypt.”’ 

The Egyptian Minister for Foreign Affairs confirmed the 
acceptance of the Note by the Egyptian Government in the 
usual terms in a Note dated June 7, on which date therefore 
the Agreement comes into force. 

In accordance with the provisions of paragraph (c) of the 
High Commissioner’s Note, the Egyptian Government have 
now been notified that Egyptian goods will receive treatment 
not less favourable than that accorded to the goods of the 
most-favoured foreign country in Australia, Palestine and

GENEVA PROTOCOL FOR PROHIBITION OF 
USE OF POISONOUS GAS, ETC. 


With reference to the notice in last week’s “ B.T.J,” 
(page 823) it should be noted that in addition to New Zealand 
and the Union of South Africa, Australia also acceded to the 
Geneva Protocol of June 17, 1925, for the prohibition of the 
use in war of asphyxiating, poisonous or other gases, and of 
bacteriological methods in warfare. 


SWAZILAND, BASUTOLAND AND 
BECHUANALAND—MOZAMBIQUE. 


COMMERCIAL AGREEMENT. 


An Agreement between the Governments of the 
Territories of Swaziland, Basutoland and the Bechuanaland 
Protectorate on the one hand and the Government of the 
Colony of Mozambique on the other hand was signed on 
February 13/18, 1930. The purpose of this Agreement, 
which is on the same lines as Part ILI. of the Convention 
of September 11, 1928, between the Union of South Africa 
and Mozambique,* is to regulate the commercial intercourse 
between the Territories and the Colony. 

The Agreement provides for reciprocal most-favoured- 
nation treatment in respect of import duties or charges on 
the produce and manufactures of the respective Parties. 
Products of the Territories are not, however, to be entitled 
to the Customs privileges accorded by Mozambique to the 
products of Portugal and Portuguese Colonies, and the 
products of Mozambique are not to be entitled to the 
minimum rates or rebates which are or may be granted to 
the products of the British Empire nor to privileges which 
are or may be accorded to products of the Union of South 
Africa or Southern or Northern Rhodesia. 

Schedules to the Agreement specify certain products 
which are to be admitted free of import duty on importation 
into Mozambique from the Territories and vice versa. 

Special provisions are made regarding the exemption 
from transit, export and re-export duties of goods passing 
in transit through the Territories and Mozambique. 

Subject to the usual exceptions, the Parties undertake 
not to impose any prohibitions or special restrictions upon 
imports into or exports from their respective countries, 

The Agreement is to remain in force until September 10, 
1938, after which it will be subject to termination at any 
time on 12 months’ notice. Either Government may, 
however, call for a revision after September 10, 1933. 


TURKEY—SWITZERLAND. 
COMMERCIAL MODUS VIVENDI, 


The Board of Trade are informed that by an Exchange of 
Notes dated April 21 last, Turkey and Switzerland each 
agreed to accord as from April 30, 1930, most-favoured- 
nation treatment to the natural products and manufactures 
of the respective territories of the other. The agreement 
will cease to have effect upon the coming into force of the 
Treaty of Commerce, which is now in course of negotiation, 
but will continue in force until that date, subject to three 
months’ notice of denunciation. 

The agreement does not entitle Switzerland to claim any 
special advantages which are or may be accorded by Turkey 
to countries which were separated from the Ottoman 
Empire under the Treaty of Lausanne of 1923. 

By a further Exchange of Notes the Parties agreed to 
continue in force the stipulations of Article 6 of the Com- 
mercial Convention of April 5, 1927, relative to the treatment 
of commercial travellers and their samples until such time 
as the new Commercial Treaty comes into force,

EXPIRY OF CUSTOMS DUTY ON LACE 
AND EMBROIDERY. 
Notice To IMPORTERS. 


The attention of importers is drawn to the impending 
expiry of the Customs duty on lace and embroidery imposed 
by Section 6 of the Finance Act, 1925, which ceases to be 
chargeable as from and after June 30, 1930. It should be 
noted, however, that lace and embroidery imported and 
landed at any time up to midnight of June 30—July 1 will 
be liable to the duty. 

Subject to the usual regulations, claims to drawback in 
respect of the duty paid on lace and embroidery exported as 
merchandise without having been used in this country 
may continue to be made for the present, notwithstanding 
the expiry of the duty.

AUSTRALIA. 
NEW SCHEDULE OF DUTIES. 


The High Commissioner for Australia (Sir Granville 
Ryrie) has received cabled advice from the Commonwealth 
Government that a schedule of proposed amendments to 
the Australian Tariff was introduced into the House of 
Representatives, Canberra, by the Acting Minister for 
Trade and Customs on June 19, 1930. 

Particulars of the amended and additional items of the 
Tariff are given hereunder. It should be noted that where 
the new rates represent decreased duties, the rates previously 
operative will be collected until the final ratification of the 
new rates by Parliament. Where the proposals are for an 
increase of duty, the new rates are being collected on and 
from June 20, 1930. 

The rates quoted do not include the 50 per cent. surtax, 
where applicable. The High Commissioner is informed that 
a revised surtax schedule was introduced into the Common- 
wealth Parliament at the same time as the Tariff amend- 
ments. The surtax continues to apply to the Tariff items 
enumerated in the original schedule, of which particulars 
were given on pages 504 and 505 of the “ B.T.J.” for 
April 10, 1930. Slight modifications have, however, been 
made to bring the surtax schedule into accord with the 
June Tariff proposals. In any case where the duty charge- 
able has been increased by the June proposals, the surtax

BRITISH INDIA. 


TARIFF BOARD ENQUIRIES (SILVER 
CHROME STEEL POINTS, ETC.). 


The “ Indian Trade Journal ”’ of May 22 announces that 
the Government of India have decided to refer to the Tariff 
Board, for investigation, the question of extending protection 
to the manufacture in India of silver plate, silver thread and 
Wire (including so-called gold thread and wire mainly made 
of silver), silver leaf and other silver manufactures. 


The “‘ Indian Trade Journal ’”’ of May 22 also announces 
that the Government of India have received representations 
stating that the manufacture in India of chrome steel 
points and crossings, bearing plates, fish bolts, rivets, bolts 
and nuts, dog spikes, stretcher bars, and gibs and cotters, 
is hampered by the fact that the import duties on the 
manufactured articles are lower than, equal to, or in- 
sufficiently above the protective duties levied on the 
materials required for their manufacture; and asking that

the Tariff Board be directed to enquire whether higher duties 
should be imposed on all or any of the articles mentioned. 
The Government of India have decided to refer this question 
to the Tariff Board for investigation and recommendation. 


TARIFF BOARD ENQUIRY : SUGAR. 

The ‘‘ Indian Trade Journal ” of May 29 announces that 
the Government of India have decided to refer to the Tariff 
Board for enquiry the question whether protection is 
required, and if so, in what measure, for the sugar industry 
in India. The term sugar industry includes the grower of 
sugar-cane in India, the manufacturer of gur, including rab, 


jaggery and all other indigenous forms of raw sugar, and 


the manufacturer of crystalline sugar. 


EXPORT DUTY ON CERTAIN JUTE 
BAGGING REDUCED. 

A Customs Notification (No. 19 of 1930, dated May 17) 
reduces the export duty on bagging for raw cotton made 
from jute rove, weighing not less than 1} lb. per square 
yard and having a total of not more than 250 warp and 
weft threads per square yard, to 5 rupees 8 annas per ton.

PORTUGAL. 
TAXATION OF SUGAR. 


The “ Diario do Governo ”’ (Lisbon) for June 14 contains 
a Decree (No. 18458) of the same date modifying the Tariff 
treatment of sugar imported into Portugal. The Decree 
provides that the special surtax (taxa de salvacao nacional), 
which is at present levied on sugar of any kind imported 
into Portugal from foreign countries, shall be fixed at a 
rate which, when added to the price of sugar powdered 
by the Portuguese method or above No. 20 Dutch standard 
imported from the country of export, plus all duties and 
imposts levied in the Customs, would bring the value of such 
sugar, on leaving the Customs, up to 154 gold centavos 
per kilog. 

The amount of the tax will be fixed monthly by the 
Minister of Finance, and will be based on the average price 
of sugar for the first 15 days of the previous month in the 
cheapest European markets. 


ROUMANIA. 
CERTAIN EXPORT MODIFICATIONS. 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Bucharest 
has forwarded particulars of a Ministerial Decision (No. 806) 
of May 23, published in the Monitor Oficial of May 26, in 
virtue of which the prohibition on the export of certain 
fish, including Danube and white herring, ‘ Luciopesca 
sandra,’’ sturgeon, turbot, and other sea fish, and also carp, 
is removed for the period July 1 to October 1, 1930. Such 
fish may be exported during this period on payment of the 
export duty of 5 lei per kilog. 

The same Decision also abolishes the export tax on 
flour, silver and raw wool, the abolition of the export tax 
on raw wool to be valid, however, only until July 15, 1930. 


SALVADOR. 
MINOR TARIFF MODIFICATIONS. 


H.M. Representative at San Salvador has forwarded 
particulars of recent Decrees making certain modifications 
in the Salvadorean Customs Tariff. 

Import Duties.—The import duty on chlorate of soda is 
reduced to 18-60 dollars per 100 kilogs.; the duty on

of the user. The specification gives standard ratings, and 
tests for current-treating capacity for two-pin and three-pin 
plugs and sockets of the type used for domestic purposes. 
Dimensions are given to ensure interchangeability, and stipu- 
lations as to the attachment of conductors, etc., are made in 
order to ensure safety and durability in use.

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of

were prohibited to be sold unless they bear an indication 
of origin, and the Board have accordingly made representa.

Now, therefore, His Majesty, by and with the advice of
